Pressing the switch again tor longer than 1 second turns on the background images, 
n Tire inflation pressure 

Tire inflation pressure changes with temperature. The displayed values may also be 
different from the values measured using other gauges. 

n Liquid crystal display 

Small spots or light spots may appear on the display. This phenomenon is character¬ 
istic of liquid crystal displays, and there is no problem to continue using the display.
